AN UNCATALOGUED SOLARIO. 

The "Portrait of .a Man," by Andrea 
Solario, reproduced" on this page, which 
was recently purchased by the Boston 
Museum from Dowdeswell and Dow- 
deswell of London, was originally in the 
collection of Sir. William. Abdy.. .'.-. 
j In anarticie on this' remarkable pic- 
ture "Sir, Qaud^ :Philiips.;. writes, in tl^e 
"Burlington Magazine" of August. 
"This portrait was exhibited at the 
Winter Exhibition of the Royal Acad- 
emy, 1881, as a work of Francesco 
Francia, and described as the likeness 
of .Giovanni Bentivoglio of Bologna. 
What may have been thought and writ- 
ten in regard to this singular attribu- 
tion at the "time of the exhibition I am 
unable .at the moment to say. That 'it 
did not find general acceptance is 
proved by.- the fact' that the work has 
"not been admitted into the category of 
portraits unquestionably by the Bolo- 
gnese master, such as those in the Uf- 
fizi, the National Gallery and the 
Liechtenstein Gallery, respectively. 
The ascription is, indeed, a preposter- 
ous one, and . it is difficult to imagine 
how even in the days of the less exact 
criticism it could for a moment have 
been accepted. It is obvious, too, that 
the designation of this quiet yet alert 
jurisconsult or functionary as Giovanni 
Bentivoglio the ruler of Bologna — the 
man whose marked features Francia 
more than once reproduced both in med- 
al and painted portrait — followed the 
ascription to Francia and was but so 
much guesswork. Both names — that 
of the sitter as well as that of the 
painter — ^musf be resolutely put aside^ 
"The panel was shown to me by 
Messrs. Christie " with many others 
some weeks before the sale of Sir Will^ 
iam Abdy's pictures, and I recognized 
it at once — no doubt to-day most un- 
prejudiced students of Italian art 
would have done the same — as a fine 
production of Andrea da Solario's ear- 
lier tirne. With the reproduction be- 
fore us it is hardly necessary to jus- 
tify an attribution which has been very 
generally accepted and will, I venture 
to assume, commend itself to all who 
have made a special or even a general 
study of Milanese art. The powerful, 
exact modelling of the face, the red- 
dish, or rather yellowish flesh-tones, 
things supply proof,; if proof were 
wanted, that we have before us a typi- 
cal work of the greatest and most in- 
dependent among the- Milanese-painters 
affected by Leonardo-. For Solario, 
though his artistic education was re- 
ceived at Milan, and, like his contem- 
poraries, he- came within the shadow 
of the mighty Florentine, was not his 
pupil or direcf imitator; nor ever slav- 
ishly copied the suave, mysterious 
smile or adopted his formulas in sacred 
subjects." . , . •

BOSTON (MASS.) 

The Fine Arts Museum has on view, 
among pictures of the Italian and 
Spanish schools, the "Portrait of a 
Physician," attributed to Raphael, and 
loaned to the museum by Signor Tom- 
maso Virzi. Two paintings given to 
the institution, by the late Francis B. 
Greene, of Bbston, have been turned 
over to the museum by the executors 
of the estate. One is by Mierevelt and 
the other by von Kaulbach. The for- 
mer artist began his career by produ- 
cing altar-pieces, iDut later devoted his 
attention to portraiture, in which line 
he won great success, and is said to 
have produced a greater number of por- 
traits than any other Dutch artist. Ex- 
amples of his work are to be found. in 
the galleries of Berlin, Dresden, Ma- 
drid, Paris and Vienna. 

The extensive collection of Japanese 
and Chinese art owned by Dr. William 
Sturgia Bigelow,.has, be^U; presented to 
the Art Museuni. This, together with 
the collection of Otiehtal art already in 
that itlstitution, will give it possession 
of the- greatest GoIlectioH of Oriental 
art in the world, with the exception 
of the. Imperial collection in Japan.

quisition in shaping an American art 
collection.

It is in 
a perfect state of preservation and it is 
undoubtedly a bargain at £40,000, a 
price which is far lower than the sum 
it would fetch in the open riiarketv But 
the Countess, with admirable public 
spirit, allowed no dealer or middleman 
to intervene, and dealing direct with 
the trustees gave them the opportunity 
of purchasing at their own time and at 
what every one concedes is a most mod- 
est valuation.

f rom the Louvre, has made a^ great sen- 
sation here, and roused the public to a 
sense of the ease with whicTi 'most art 
galleries can be robbed.

In view of the risks of 
damage, not to mention theft, to which 
the modern artist is exposed, the more 
important art bodies here, like the Al- 
lied Artists' Association, are strongly 
urging their members to guard against 
all risks. by insurance, and the latter 
Association has now arranged an ex- 
haustive scheme of insurance for its 
members whereby they can cover their 
works against all risks throughout the 
year, whether in the studio, in transit 
or on exhibition, at the nominal rate of 
J4'' per cent, of the amount insured. 
These rates apply to Europe only, but 
risks in the United States can also be 
covered at a slightly higher rate 

Notwithstanding the: abnormal heat 
wave, which took so many people out 
of London earlier than usual this sum- 
mer, the fourth London Salon at the 
Royal Albert Hall proved, a phenomr 
enal success, a record number of sales 
having been effected. James Pryde, J. 
D. Fergusson, Joseph Simpson, Walter 
Sickert, Harold Oilman, Charles Gin- 
ner and A. A. Wolmark, are some of 
the better known exhibitors whose 
works were sold, but the feature of the 
exhibition was the large number of 
sales made by quite unknown artists, 
several of whom were showing their 
works to the public for the first time.

PARIS LETTER. 

Paris, Sept 6, 19n. 
The interest of the art world and es- 
pecially in France, is centered in the 
loss of "Mona Lisa," and the Govern- 
ment has been aroused to take prompt 
action. M. Homelle, director of the 
national museums, has been removed 
from his office, and M. Pujalet, who 
was formerly chief of the cabinet of the 
Prefect of Police, has been appointed, 
provisionally, to fill his place. He has 
•been instructed to reorganize the ad- 
ministration of the Louvre; Further 
measures have been taken with a view 



^eums of France under the control of 
the department of Inspection and Fi- 
nances. The investigation proved that 
several guardians of the Louvre have 
been guilty of negligence in the dis- 
charge of their duties and they will be 
brought before a disciplinary board 
and punished.

An interesting sale of. jewels at auc- 
tion is scheduled to take place in Paris, 
the latter part of November, which 
formed a part of the collection of ex- 
Sultan Abdul Hamid. When Abdul 
was deposed, the Turkish Government- 
.sfeized, this property,"J?Iaiming r that , titn -., 
properly belonged to the Government, 
and it has since been stored in the Im- 
perial Ottoman Bank. The collection 
is extensive arid includes a large num- 
ber of rare and valuable pieces. The 
proceeds of the sale, it is announced*, 
will be used to increase the Turkish 
fleet. 



HOW TO VALUE A PAINTING. 

Henri Rochefort, who was called as 
ah expert witness in a court trial, where 
the value as well as the authenticity of a 
painting, was concerned, said ; "The price 
of a picture often depends upon the nail 
oh which it hangs" and in an interview 
explaining his views on the subject he 
ajdded ; "That if the nail is I'driven into the 
dirty wall of the obscure shop of a sec- 
ondhand 'dealer the picture may be worth 
only a dollar, even if a masterpiece. Drive 
the nail into the wall of the gallery of 
a great picture dealer, or of some aris- 
tocratic old mansion in the midst of a 
collection of portraits of ancestors of the 
owner, the same picture becomes worth 
thousands of dollars and takes its place 
as a recognizdd masterpiece. Tri the gal- 
lery of a lord of finance it would remain 
suspect. 

"The question of authenticity is ex- 
cessively complex and difficult," he said. 
"It is impossible to affirm categorically 
that a picture is true of false. !I remembef 
a picture by 'Casanova being put up for 
auction at the Hotel Drouot two of 
three years ago which I thought worth 
$200 or $240. It was knocked down at 
$2,400. I told the dealer who bought it 
that he had paid very dearly. 

" 'Not a bit,' he replied, 'the picture is 
not a Casanova but a Fragonard ; it is 
the pendant of one at the Louvre.^ 

"Unfortunately for the dealer the Fra- 
gonard at the Louvre is really a Casa- 
novaw

GERMANY ACCEPTS STATUE. 

The statue of Baron von Steuben, au- 
thorized by an act of Congress, was pre- 
sented by a special committee to the 
Kaiser, and the German people Sept. 2, 
at Potsdam and unveiled with impos- 
ing ceremonies. The Kaiser accepted 
the gift on the part of Germany, and in 
reply to the address of the presentation 
committee, made a §hort speech highly 
appreciative of the act qf this govern- 
ment which he regarded' as a token of 
sincere friendship. A ferge and bril- 
liant audience attended the ceremonies 
and among the Emperor's entourage 
were Crawn Prince William, Imperial 
Chancellor Bethman von Hollweg, 
Herr von Kiderlin-Wachter, and others. 

Many Americans were also present, 
the Embassy being represented by Dr. 
Hill, Irwin B. Laughlin, the first sec- 
retary; Perry Belden, third secretary;

Shartle, the military attache. 

The statue is of bronze and was exe- 
cuted by Albert Jager,: upon whom the 
Emperor conferred the Order of the 
Red Eagle, of the fourth class. After 
the ceremonies the American officials 
were invited to lunch with the Kalse^. 



OBITUARY. 



Joseph Flameng. 

Leopold Joseph Flameng, the noted 
engraver, died in Paris Sept. 4, in his 
eightieth year. He was born in Brus- 
sels, was a pupil of Calamatta, went to 
Paris in 1853 and began to work in 
watercolors, and later took up engrav- 
ing, winning high rank in that line and 
securing a position on the staff of the 
Gazette des Beaux Arts. In 1869 he 
was awarded the gold medal at Brus- 
sels and made an officer of the Legion 
of Honor. Among his better known 
plates are: the "Blue Boy," after Gains- 
borough ; *'The Hundred Florin Piece," 
after Rembrandt; "The Death of 
Sainte Genevieve," after Laurens, and 
"Phryne" after Gerome. Examples of 
his book illustrations, by the etching 
process, are found in the ''Decameron," 
"Don Quixote" and "Gil Bias."

lovers. The dealers are now returning 
from their annual trips to Europe, and. 
w-ithbut exception those who. have re- 
.turned are hopeful of a good season — 
and bring back an exceptional stock 
of art works. 



Is England almost drained of the fa- 
mous art treasures which for years have 
been considered to form the pride and 
glory of many a well-known ancestral 
picture gallery? Such, at any rate, is 
the allegation of Mr. Frederic Gourt- 
land Penfield, one of the leading Amer- 
ican collectors, whose home in Fifth 
Ave., New York, contains one of the 
most valuable groups of masterpieces 
in America. Mr. Penfield declares 
that, as a result of personal inspection, 
a great number of heirlooms in sever^,! 
flordly gallerie¥"have been disposed cS; 
and the old frames filled with cleverly 
exeGuted • modern-dupliGates. 

Mr. Penfield has made, many pil- 
grimages to England seeking for fa- 
mous pictures, arid last year amoftgst 
his purchases was Sir L. Alma-Ta- 
dema's "A- Spring Festival for which 
he paid £5,000. Now, after visiting^ 
many of the principal' private galleries 
and collections in England arid Scot- 
land, he is returning to New York 
without having bought a single picture. 
"I have been to everything worth seeing 
— the Royal Academy, and other galleries 
and .sale-rooms," said Mn Penfield to one 
oi. jonx representatives to-day. "It rnay be 
that my ideas are expanding and becoming 
more refined, but, looked at from any mate- 
rial point of view, I believe it is because 
the supply of pictures is being exhausted. 
I .believe that the 'firsts' have gone, and a 
man who has been collecting pictures for 
the years that I±ave is not excited by '.sec- 
onds.' I ^m. not,, .of course, an American 
collector in the sense of Mr. Morgan, Mr. 
WJdener^ or. JVLr*- Prick, but I liave, ^ot a 
house full of pictures which I regard as 
very ^reat examples. 

"This, drain: of . Pnglish art has only bjeen 
known about, .a couple of years, but there 
are far-sighted men in England who ten or 
fifteen years ago .saw the ascendancy-of ^the 
socialistic idea, and they looked about jto

ful value -to -come upon the market, but the 
time for picking up truly representative art 
in England is, in my humble judgment, 
about over. ' 

"There seems to be .only one British art- 
ist whose works find British buyers in ^pres- 
ent-day sales, and that is Raeburn. It 
seems as if no important Raeburn is to be 
perrititted to leave the British Isles, but the 
pictures of every other artist do go abroad* 
"Now I will tell you who I think buy 
these pictures. The popular idea is that 
every picture of merit which brings a fabu- 
lous price must be purchased by an Amer- 
ican. Perhaps only liali the, canvasses of 
this description cross the Atlantic. We 
must not forget that times have been very 
good on the Continent for -six or eight 
years, and that this affluence has naturally 
brought many Germans, Austrians, Italians, 
and even Frenchmen into the.,art markets."

"JBut in . nearly every castle and palace 
and country mansion was a colliectiori of 
art, the accumulation of centuries; which 
art had a very great value, and the men 
who had those pictures began to realize 
upon them about ten or fifteen years ago. 
For many years the .raffic has been enor- 
mous, but where one famous painting or 
tapestry has been sold publicly, dozens of 
heirlooms have been disposed of privately. 

"Now, the greatest men in the British 
nobility, the greatest landowners or men 
of the largest fortunes, have been among 
the first to see the coming need for actual 
cash, and many of them sold their pictures 
long before public attention was drawn to 
the fact Probably in hundreds of cases in 
the British Isles canvasses .by old English 
masters -were sold long . ago, and clever 
copies substituted. As a picture lover ^and 
an amateur critic, I know a dozen cases in 
England where pictures in old frames in 
family galleries are simply modern replicas.

MONA LISA STOLEN. 

A tremendous sensation was created 
throughout the world by the discovery 
on August 22 that the famous painting, 
"Mona Lisa," had disappeared firom 
the Louvre, /As the Art News goes to 
press no clue lias been found of the 
thief or thieves or of the work itself. 

The very object of such a. crime is 
difficult to guess. To dispose of- a 
work of such world-wide, fame without 
detection is, or ought to be, impossible 
in any country. That an impassioned 
admirer of the painting, with blunted 
moral perceptions, should have run the 
risks of stealing it for his own delec- 
tation is to say the least improbable. 
Books and curios have been sometimes 
conveyed by connoisseurs from public 
and private collections for surreptitious 
enjoyment at home, but not only may 
they be appropriated with comparative 
ease, but they can readily be hidden 
away in presses or cupboards, and 
taken out for moments or hours of 
furtive pleasure. ' 

But it is to be remembered that, al- 
though the ^reasons, for not stealing 
'well-known pictures '-'al^re exceptioffi01y 
strong, thefts of the kind have in fact 
been committed. One need hardly re- 
call the sensational disappearance of 
Gainsborough's ''Duchess of 'Devon- 
shire," from Agnew's galleries in 1876, 
in London, or of the way in which the 
''Nancy Parsons" of the same painter 
and Sir Joshua Reynolds' "Mrs. Yorke" 
were cut out of their frames in the 
late Mr. Charles Wertheiriier's Lon- 
don house in 1907,

family, and tells who is the painter, but 
many Americans with an interest in art 
know that the original painting is in ■ the 
possession of a gentleman living in Mary- 
land, in the United States. At a mansion 
in Kent is exhibited a full-length portrait 
of the owner's ancestor, 'but critics can tell 
from the texture of the canvas and from 
the pigments used, that; .the painticgg /wais 
produced not more' than thirty years ago. 

"I went a week ago to a castle near Car- 
lisle, regarding the art collection of which 
I had heard a great deal. But my tour of 
the gallery was extremely disappointing, 
because I saw only the most ordinary pic- 
tures, most- of which manifestly were pres- 
ent-day copies. I asked my guide what had 
become of the renowned canvasses, and in 
a crestfallen manner she told me that every 
picture of value that the castle had pos- 
sessed had been marketed within the, last 
two years. 

Drain About Over. 

"Inasmuch, however, as England is only 
a small country,^ and admitting, that the 
drain of art has been going on for a de- 
cade, and as it is a fact that no great pic- 
ture has come to England in a generation, 
it is reasonably safe to say that the drain 
is about over. There will always be plenty 



which must be taken to mean that he did 
not give it some frnal touches by which he 
hoped still more perfectly to realize the 
ideal he had in mind. Mona Lisa, the sub- 
ject, was the third wife of Francesco "del 
Giocondo and by birth a Neapolitan. How- 
far the picture is a likeness and how far it 
represents the painter's conception, of wo- 
manly beauty is a quesffoh'; whicli Ittost'nec^ 
essarily remain unanswered. Its wonderful 
spell all who have gazed upon it must ac- 
knowledge. What thie mystery of the spell 
is, is the secret of him who cast it. 

The comments of Vasari upon the picture, 
which he admired immensely for its amaz- 
ing technical . qualities, show how utterly 
he failed, as indeed he might have been ex- 
pected to fait, in appreciating its inner 
meaning, or even in supposing that it had an 
inner meaning. It was to him the perfect 
imitation of nature— ^but only of physical 
nature— ^by art Of the" soul which the 
painter breathed into it from his own soul 
the sixteenth century critic has no percep- 
tion. Perhaps Francis I., who bought it for 
4,000 gold florins, did not see much further 
into it than did Vasari. ' Yet to modern 
critics it seems to reflect, in some incom- 
prehensible and tantalizing way, it Is true, 
the inmost thoughts of perhaps the greatest
